2. Claims 1 and 4-7 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose a magnetic angular position sensor mounted between two 
carrier elements that are movable in rotation relative to each other about an axis of rotation , the 
sensor having pole pieces included chamfered ends and in combined with other claimed elements 
as recited in claim 1 . Claims 4-7 depend from allowed claim 1 , they are also allowed 
accordingly.
